EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: The spelling mistake in line 10 of 
claim 1 was corrected; the word "Shottky" in line 10 was changed to "Schottky". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The most 
pertinent art was found to be Strollo (A closed form two dimensional model of a laser 
grooved solar cell) and Yoshihiro (Solar cells based on a new junction "transparent 
conductor/thin insulator having ultrafine metal islands/semiconductor"). As amended 
the instant invention requires a Schottky junction between the metal nanoemitters which 
penetrate the semiconductor. Strollo teaches a pn junction wherein the metal acts as 
an electrode and is therefore silent to the Schottky junction. Yoshihiro is silent to the 
nanoemitters penetrating the semiconductor. Therefore the unique combination of the 
instant claimed invention is allowable.
